WASHINGTON -i/l•)- Sixteen big 


businessmen offered Prcsdient Roose- 
velt their help Tuesday in establish- 
ing a .system of continuing consulta- 
tion between government nnd business 
fpr the prcvenlios of over-production 
and periodic depressions. In a joint 
statement they said that all -should 
"resolve to encourage the president 
Irt- evt-rysc-ffort ho shall make to re- 
store confidence- and normal business 
.condition:-." Significantly, ihey added 
that "legislation based upon untried 
social and economic theories should 
be avoided." 


Noting that Mr. Roosevct had indi- 


cated ;i beiof that the "America's con- 
tinued prosperity requires close co- 
operation between business and the 
government," the statement said the 
"overproduction to which he referred 
would be substantially alleviated if the 
government engi.gc.s in continuous con- 
sultation with business leaders and cn- 
oourages them to take the initiative to 
develop and sUibili/c their respective 
industries."

the initiative of John M. Hanos, "Wall 
Street man" on Ihe Securities and Ex- 
change Commission; Owen D. Young, 
chairman of the board of General Elec- 
tric Company, and of Winthrop W.

required for a house valued at $0,000; 
al $10,000; at $20,000?

Q. What form must the down pay- 


ment take? 


A. Cash or its equivalent.

This 
gives a soft light finish that is very 
desirable.

the wood work painted. All wood 
work was painted ivory with a green 
combination in the kitchen.

The borrower must have 
an assured income, demonstrate his 
ability to repay Ihe loan, and own the 
properly to be improved or have a 
lease on it running at least sxi months 
longer than the term of the loan. 


Amounts up to ?10,000 may bo bor- 


rowed to repair or improve existing 
struclures and amounts up to J2.500 
may be borrowed for the erection of 
new struclures. 


Loans Insured 


Repayment of the loans may be 


.spread over a period not to exceed five 
years for modernization and repair 
work and nol lo exceed 10 years for 
Ihe erection of new structures for res- 
idcnlial use. 


Banks and oilier lending inslilulions 


will be insured against losses up to 10 


per cent of the total loans they make 
under the new Title I program. 


If the loan is made for the purpose 


of building a new home, security will 
be required in the form of a mortgage 
or deed of trusl covering the property 
improved. In addilion, there will be 
certain general construction 
require- 


ments which will assist in protecting 
the investmenl of the home owner. 


New Homes 


The provisions for these new homes 


costing not in excess of ?2,'500 under 
Title I should not be confused with 
the plan of home ownership sponsored 
under Title II of the Act The facili- 
ties afforded under Title I are intended 
primarily for those citizens who live 
on farms or in rural areaes or in the 
marginal zone surrounding the larger

Broiling Minus Smoke and Toil 


The occurence of a cerebral hem- 


orrhage or stroke is now much more 
frequent than it used to be, simply 
because people are living longer than 
formerly..' 


In 1890, less than three per cent of 


the people in the United States were 
over 65 years of age; today almost eight 
per cent of people in the United States 
are ovef 65 years of age. 


The occurrence of a stroke in an 


older person is always a serious mat- 
ter. It has been customary when this 
occurs to- raise the head of the patient, 
put o nan ice-bag, lower the feet and 
keep them warm. There is no telling 


whether this custom rt-ally saved any 
one's life by stopping'the hemorrhage, 
but it is difficult to staml by and do 
nothing when an accident of this type 
occurs. 


One thing that must not b-- done is 


to give any kind of drug, troatment, 
or movement that will raise the blood 
pressure and increase the likelihood 
of fatal hemorrhage. 


In a case of hemorrhage into the 


brain there is paralysis. After the 
hemorrhage has stopped, it is possible 
to determine the extent of the para- 
lysis. Then comes the question 
of

Ben Lucien Burman seems to have 


carved out the lower Mississippi val- 
ley as his literary fief. He lias had 
some distinguished predecessors there, 
but still the territory seems to be in 
pretty good hands. 


Mr. Bin-man's most recent novel is 


"Blow for a Landing" (Houghton-Mif- 
flin: S2.50). an ingratiating story that 
seems destined for sure popularity. 


It has to do with the shanty-boat 


people of the river; the poor whites 
who occupy floating homes on tho 1 
water, eke out a living by strange and 
impromptu expedients, exist under 
conditions of the most abysmal ignor- 
ance and complete poverty—and seem, 
somehow, to have a fairly good time 
out of life. 


The family that Mr. Burman chiefly 


concerns himself with does not, to be 
sure, get any too much happiness, ft 
is a family which wants to get away 
from tho river and settle do.wn to 'a 
stable existence on a farm; and every 
sprinc it makes a brave but hopeless 
gesture in that direction. It gets a 
little plot of ground, builds a cabin, 
makes blissful plans—and then sees 
everything washed away by a flood. 


In Ihe end, a good Samaritan does 


provide a farm; a substantial one, safe 
above 
the 
flood 
line. The 
family 


moves in ... only to find, after a few 
months, that it can't be happy away 
from the river. In the end it is back 
in the shanty-boat again, shiftless, im- 
provident, and happy. 


Probably it is quite true that Mr. 


Burman idealizes and romantizes these 
riuaint and picturesque people. Even 
the bad luck that keeps hitting them 
is softened. But while the realists 
may condemn him, ho does write a 
heartwarming and touching story.

a period of years nre in a bettor posi- 
tion to move into a. home-building 
program than those families who have 
depended on cash crops to furnish the 
money to purchase food, declares Mrs. 
lila A. Fenton, extension economist, 
household management. 


"Records kept by over 200 home 


demonstration club women reveal the 
viilue of a live-ut-home practice. The 
analysis of these records shows Hint 
those fiimilics which produced the 
greater portion of their food imd fuel 
on the fiirm also had the largest cash 
incomes. The families with incomes 
below S250 produced only about $2f> 
worth (if food on the farm and that 
more than 50 per cent of the total cash 
income was needed to purchase food. 
Those families who are determined to 
push their incomes to n point where 
they may have some cultural mul so- 
cial advantages [or their children such 
as a better house, higher education, 
and good literature, invariably prac- 
tice an aggressive live-at-home pro- 
gram." 


In the areacs of (he stale where the 


better farm houses and outbuildings 
are found the farm families whose 
records were studied practiced a live- 
at-home program and the records also 
showed the greatest savings. These 
savings do not necessarily represent 
cash on hand, but they represent the 
payments of debts or the cost of major 
improvements such as buildings, Mrs. 
Fenton explains. "When incomes are 
too low no amount of money manage- 
ment will be able to stretch the in- 
come to do much housing. 


"Houses can, and arc being built in 


Arkansas for a few hundred dollars; 
but, 
if this program is to reach some 


Arkansas farm families, they must 
adopt a sound live-at-home program 
and conserve cash for other goods and 
services which the farm cannot furn- 
ish," Mrs. Fenton declares.

Next wo clean the light bulbs in

Ju many factories 
bulbs are dusted on a regular sche- 
dule, since a dust accumulation cuts 
down the light output. A damp soft 
cloth is best for cleaning bulbs, 
which should not be burning during 
the process. 


Replace Blackened Oulbs 


Bulbs that are blackened on thg 


inside should bo replaced with new 
ones. They aro now burning Ies6 
economically than when new,. and 
will soon burn out anyway.

American-made bulbs of good manu- 
facture blacken very seriously be- 
fore they go out, but if they do it 
is 
probably because they bave 


burned beyond their normal life. 


Empty sockets, from which lamps 


have boon taken for some other lo- 
cation, aro often a source of irrita- 
tion when one turns on a switch 
and gets no response. Prepare tho 
sockets for. use by Installing bulb's 
made by a good manufacturer.
